FIERCE FIGHTING AT FORTRESS 


Washington. Dec. 20. — Japan has 
:lispatcheri a great fleet of 40 warships 
to meet and destroy the powerful Rus- 
lian Baltic fieet 


This information is oiRoial. It is 
contained in a cable to the United 
States governmect from the American 
minister in Toklo. It reads: 


''A Japanese 
fleet 
of 40 vessels 
passed Pescadores Islands yesterday, 
going south. 
This report has been 


confirmed here." 
The 
Pescadores 
Islands 11c just 


south of Formosa. 
Thus, Japan, ever ready and quick 


to act. has moved far ahead of the 
•lime expected, to bring about a sea 
battle that Is expected to be the most 
important in modern times. 


The place agreed upon by the Rus- 
sians to concentrate is believed to he 
the Chagos group of islands, south of 
India. Naval experts here figure that 
the czar's ofilcers expected to mobilize 
the armada about January 4. 


However, this sudden and dramatic 
move on the world's chess board by 
the mikado is declared here to be cer- 
tain to surprise the Russians 
and 
compel a hurried change of plans. 


Another Fort Captured. 


Tokjo. Dec. 20.—The Japanese fired 
an immense mine under portions of 
the north 
fort of 
East 
Keekwan 
Mountain at 2 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon. The infantry Immediately 
af- 
terv/ara charged and occupied the fort 
with a heavy force. 


The iollowing report of the capture 
was telegraphed from General Nogi's 
headquarters: 


"At 2.15 o'clock on the afternoon of 
December 18 part of our army blew up 
tJie .parapets of the north fort of East 
KeeKwan Mountain and then charged. 
A fierce battle with hand grenades en- 
sued. 


"Subsequently, at 7 o'clock in the 
even! ng. General Semeamiam. 
com- 
manding the supports." advanced into 
the casemates and, encouraging

men, 
threw his supports 
into 
the 
fighting line in a last brave charge. 


"At 11.50 o'clock at night we com- 
pletely occupied the fort and imme- 
diately engaged in the construction of 
defensive works. Our occupation be- 
came firmly assured today. 


"Before retiring the enemy exploded 
four mines in the neighborhood of the 
neck of the fort. 


"We 
captured five nine-centimetre 
field guns and two machine guns, as 
well as plenty of ammunition. 


"The enemy left 40 or 50 dead. Our 
casualties have not been investigated, 
but they are not heavy,"

Tokio, Dec. 20. - Although accus- 
tomed to hoarlng of acts of bravery on 
the part of thf^ir soldiers and sailors, 
the people of Japan have beon thrillpd 
by the details of the series of dcspor- 
atc" torpedo attacks against the Rus- 
sia u battleship Sovostopol and other 
craft driven outside the liarbor of Port 
Arthur by the fire of the Japanese 
land batteries. 


Commander Yezoe and 
Lieutenant 
Nakahara are the heroes of those at- 
tacks, and the former promises to gain 
equal promlnenoo 
with 
Commander 
Hircse (who on Maroh 27 last 
was 
blown to fragments in Vice Admiral 
Togo's second attempt to bottle up 
Port Arthur) In the war traditions of 
Japan.

tvhen the attacks were planned, but he 
succeeded in putting one of his vessels 
into condition for a fight. On this ves- 
sel he promptly steamed to the ren- 
dezvous. and. finding that the other 
flotilla 
had gotie, begged and gained 
permission to join in the attacks. Thou 
he steamed through the snow storm 
alone and succeeded in locating the 
Sevastopol, to which he was able to 
get close enough to hear the Russians 
talking. 


Yezoö fired it torpedo and then went 
closer and fired a second torpedo, when 
a shell from the Sevastopol struck him 
in the Abdomen, cutting his body in 
two. 


Portions of Commander Yezoc's re- 
mains were saved and brought back to 
tlie fleet. They will probably come to 
Japan for public interment, as was 
done with portions of the remains of 
Commander Hirose. 


Lieutenant Nakahara went to the 
rescue of the disabled torpedo boat, 
which had been under the command of 
Lieutenant Nakahorl. who with 
five 
others was killed, and submitted to a 
deadly fire. Nakahara'a boat w^as hit 
repeatedly, but be succeeded in rescu- 
ing a majority of the-crew of Najta- 
hori's boat. 


It is probable that Admiral Togo will 
soon return to Japan, leaving a junior 
admiral to conduct the final operations 
and to continue the blockade. 
It is 
expected that Togo will be summoned 
by the emperor to Tokio, v/here he will 
be given splendid public receptions.

JAPS LOOT 22,000 MEN 


Dispatches From Port Arthur Tell of 
Terrible Fighting. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 19. — General 
Stoessel'a latest dispatches from Port 
Arthui were published here, but as 
given out do not carry the ptory of 
the garrison's stubborn defense beyond 
December 10, thus leaving a gap of at 
least five days 
between the ofiicial 
word of the military commander and 
the unoflicial story of Commander'Miz- 
zeneoff, which was given out at Chefoo. 
It is not pretended that the dispatches 
are published in full. 


The story of the operations, as far 
as it ha>s been given out, is intensely 
interefting and shows that there has 
been an almost uninterrupted assault 
of the most desperate character frona 
November 20 to December 10, when 
the Japanese, after losing over 22,000 
men, captured 203-Metre Hill and were 
able from that position to shell tho 
squadron in the Port Arthur 
road- 
stead. There the oificlal account ends; 
but it is explained that the Japanese 
do not 
occupy the top of the 
hill, 
which Is still exposed to a deadly fire 
from the Russian artillery. The Japa- 
nese are using a plunging fire from 
very heavy gun? from behind the crest 
of the hill; but that this fire is efll- 
ciently directed is shown by the dam- 
age suffered by the Russian squadron.

Japanese Send Forty Warsliitis South 
to Engage Rojestvensky. 


FIERCE FIGHTING AT FORTRESS 


Wnsfaington, Dec. 20. — Japan has 
:Mspatche?i a great fleet of 40 warships 
to meet and destroy the powerful Rus- 
liai) Baltic fleet 
This information is oflicial. It is 
contained In a cable to the United 
States government from the American 
minister in Tolvio. It reads: 
•‘A Japanese 
fleet of 40 vessels 
pa?;sGd Peccadores Islands yesterday, 
going Bouth. 
This report has been 
confirmed here.” 
The 
Pescadores 
Islands lie just 
couth of Formosa. 
Thus* Japan, ever ready and quick 
to act, has moved far ahead of the 
time expected» to bring about a sea 
battle that Is expected to be the most 
iraportant in modern times. 
The plaoc agreed upon by the Rus­ 
sians to concentrate is believed to bo 
tho Chagos group of islands, south of 
India. Naval experts here figure that 
the czar's ofilcers expected to mobilize 
the armada about January 4. 
However, this sudden and dramatic 
move on the world’s chess board by 
the mikado is declared here to be cer­ 
tain to surprise the Russians 
and 
compel a hurried change of plans. 


Another Fort Captured. 
Tokjo, Dec. 20.—The Japanese fired 
an immense mine under portions of 
the north 
fort of 
East 
Keek wan 
Mountain at 2 o’clock Sunday after­ 
noon. The infantry Immediately af- 
terv/ard charged and occupied the fort 
with a heavy force. 
The following report of the capture 
was telegraphed from General Nogi’s 
headquarters: 
“At 2.15 o'clock on the afternoon of 
December 18 part of our army blc'W’ up 
tJie .parapets of the north fort of East 
KeeKwan Mountain and then charged. 
A fierce battle with hand grenades en­ 
sued. 
“Subsequently, at 7 o’clock in the 
evening, General Semeamiam, 
com­ 
manding the supports, * advanced into 
the casemates and, encouraging his 
men, 
threw his supports 
into 
the 
fighting line in a last brave charge. 
“At 11.50 o’clock at night we com­ 
pletely occupied the fort and imme­ 
diately engaged in the construction of 
defensive works. Our occupation be­ 
came firmly assured today. 
“Before retiring the enemy exploded 
four mines in the neighborhood of the 
neck of the fort. 
“We 
captured five nine-centimetre 
field guns and two machine guns> as 
well as plenty of ammunition. 
“The enemy left 40 or 50 dead. Our 
casualties have not been investigated, 
but they are not heavy/’ 
It is reported that the Japanese 
have seized a strong position about 
1000 yards Qoutheast of 203-Metre Hill, 
preparatory to assaulting 
the new 
to\\Ti and pushing 
between 
Liaoti 
Mountain and the Russian headquar­ 
ters at Port Arthur. 
The

JAPS LOST 22,000 MSN 


Dispatches From Port Arthur Tell of 
Terrible Fighting. 
St. Petersburg, Dec, 19. — General 
Stoessel's latest dispatches from Port 
Arthur were published here, but as 
given out do not carry the ptory of 
the garrison’s stubborn defense beyond 
December 10, thus leaving a gap of at 
least five days 
between the ofl^cial 
word of the military commander and 
the unoflicial story of Commander'Miz- 
zeneoff, which was given out at Chefoo. 
It is not pretended that the dispatches 
are published iu full. 
The story of the operations, as far 
as it hejQ been given out, is intensely 
intereFting and shows that there has 
been an almost uninterrupted assault 
of the most desperate character from 
November 20 to December 10, when 
the Japanese, after losing over 22,000 
men, captured 2ü3-Metre Hill and were 
able from that position to shell tho 
squadron in the Port Arthur road­ 
stead. There the olïîcial account ends; 
but it is explained that the Japanese 
do not 
occupy the top of the 
hill, 
which Is still exposed to a deadly fire 
from the Russian artillery. The Japa­ 
nese are using a plunging fire from 
very heavy gun^ from behind the crest 
of the hill; but that this flre is efil- 
clently directed is shown by the dam«- 
age suffered by the Russian squadron.

TWO JAPANESE HEROES 


Details of DeGpcratc Torpedo Attacks 
Against the SevactcpoL 
’Pokio, Dec. 20. - Although accus­ 
tomed to hoaring of acts of bravery on 
tho part of th^'ir soldiers and sailors, 
the pROple of Japan have been thrillod 
by the details of the series of dcspor- 
ate torpodo attacks against tho Rus­ 
sian battleship Sevastopol and other 
craft driven outside the harbor of Port 
Arthur by the fire of tho Japanese 
land batteries. 
Commander Yezoe and 
Lieutenant 
Nakahara are the heroes of these at­ 
tacks, and the former promises to gain 
equal promioenoo 
with 
Commander 
Hlrcse (who on March 27 last 
was 
blown to frairments in Vice Admiral 
Togo’s secund attempt to bottle up 
Port Arthur) in the war traditions of 
Japan. 
Commander Yczoo’s flotilla of tor­ 
pedo boats was 
undorgoin.q: 
repairs 
tvhen the attacks were planned, but he 
succeeded in putting one of his vessels 
into condition for a fight. On this ves­ 
sel he promptly steamed to the ren­ 
dezvous, and, finding that the other v 
flotilla had gone, begged and gained 
permission to join in the attacks. Then 
he steamed through the snow storm 
alone and succeeded in locating the 
Sevastopol, to which he was able to 
get close enough to hear the Russians 
talking. 
Yezoö fired ä torpedo and then went 
closer and fired a second torpedo, when 
a shell from the Sevastopol struck him 
in the abdomen, cutting his body in 
two. 
Portions of Commander Yezoe’s re­ 
mains were saved and brought back to 
the fleet. They will probably come to 
Japan for public interment, as was 
done with portions of the remains of 
Commander Hlrose. 
Lieutenant Nakahara %?ent to the 
rescue of the disabled torpedo boat, 
which had been under the command of 
Lieutenant Nakahorl, who with five 
others was killed, and submitted to a 
deadly fire. Nakahara’a boat was hit 
repeatedly, but be succeeded in rescu­ 
ing a majority of the'*crew of Naka- 
hori’s beat. 
It is probable that Admiral Togo will 
soon return to Japan, leaving a junior 
admiral to conduct the final operation^} 
and to continue the blockade. 
It is 
expected that Togo will be summoned 
by tho emperor to Tokio, v/here he will 
bo given splendid public receptions. 


MRS. CHADWiCK 
ONT WANT BAIL 


Cleveland, Dec. 19.—Tottering on the 
7erge of collapse, leaning heavily on 
ihe arms of Marshal Chandler and the 
Jail physician, and forcejd to rest at 
almost every landing in climbing the 
fetairs of the federal 
building, Mrs. 
Cassie L. Chadwif’k, the woman who 
has v/on international notoriety as a 
Juggler of millions borrowed on worth­ 
less paper, walked into a clever trap 
before the bar of the United States 
district court and pleaded not guilty 
to every charge brought against her. 
She made no application for bail and 
was remanded to jail to await trial. 
President 
Beckwith 
and 
Cashier 
Spear, of the Citizens’ National Bank, 
of Oberlin, wrecked by the Chadwick 
loans, 
were 
arraigned at the same 
time and were allowed to depart after 
furnishing 
bonds to the amount of 
?25,000 
each—an inrrease of $15,000 
over the value of the bond they had 
previously given. 
The mask was ruthlessly, brutally 
torn from the face of Mrs. Chadwick 
during her arraignment, and behind it 
was found the unmistakable features 
of Madame Lydia De Vere, charlatan, 
fortune 
teller, swindler, forger and 
convict No dumb, terror-stricken thief 
or murderer ever collapsed so utterly 
as 
this 
miserable woman when she 
reaiized just v/hat had been prepared 
for her, 
A big armchair was placed wlihln

clerk's desk. At this desk sat Ervlrtg 
Belford, the man who successfully de­ 
fended Joseph Lamb, the Toledo 
pressman, who was jointly tried v/ith 
Madame De Vere for forgery in Toledo.

Prestonsburg, two of tho boats sank, 
and the men swam and v/aded ashore 
with much of the freight A jug of 
wood alcohol was one of the articles 
saved. It was dark and the men were 
chilled and w et Fires were built and 
supper started. A man camo along aud 
sold them four bottles of “moonshine” 
whiskey. They drank tho whiskey and 
wanted more. One man said: “Let’s 
drink the alcohol.” Another said: “It 
will kill us; see the poison label.” 
One of the crew began mixing drinks 
and said: “Come on; let's have our 
Christmas now. If it’s poison we will 
all die together.” They drank the stuiT 
and while at supper they became vio­ 
lently ill. Tv/o doctors were called, but 
could not relieve them.

STEAMSHIP DISASTER 


Nine Burned to Death In Vcccel On 
Long Island Sound. 
New York, Dec. 19.—An awful re­ 
minder of the General Slocum steam­ 
boat horror was the destruction by 
fire of the steamboat Glen Island on 
Ivong Island Sound, resulting in the 
death of two passengers and seven 
members of the crew. The fire was 
discovered v.^hen the steamer was off 
Captain’s Island, and v/ithin 15 min­ 
utes the vessel was wrapped in flames 
from stem to stern. 
In splendid contrast to the circum­ 
stances attending the destruction of 
tho General Slocum, the crev/ of the 
Glen island behaved heroically, and 
the name of Fireman Newman Miller 
stands out vividly as that of a man 
who gave up his life in a vain en­ 
deavor to rescue a terrified woman. 
The fire is believed to have been due 
to crossed electric v/ires. 
The members of the crew who per­ 
ished were in the hold and could not 
escape before the fiames swept over 
th<^m. Mrs. Silkln escaped from her 
cabin, but v/ent back after her purse 
and was burned to death. How the un­ 
known passenger m^t his fate is not 
known.

Some people seem to thln^c that they 
have to have af least one heavy cold 
every fall. 
They accept tlie idea as 
they 
accept 
unpleasant 
November 
winds, or slippery pavements or cold 
rooms. Especially ^NRuericans seem to 
be fatalists about taking colds. 
. And it is really a perfectly absurb 
attitude of mind. One might as well 
say, “Oh, the pipes have burst with 
the first frost/* or “I must have my 
hands frosted every winter,” or “£ 
must be uncomfortable because there 


of clothes. A rag dipped in naphtha is 
frequently used iu removing grease 
spots from garments. The rag soaked 
with inflammable fluids is thro^vn upon 
the floor. 
When the shop is closed up and the 
air is confined tJie naphtha soaked ma­ 
terial will of itself generate fire. Bales 
of cotton placed in the hold of a ship 
are often the cause of disastrous fires. 
Frequently a spark from a cigar finds 
a resting place in a cotton bale, where 
it smolders for weeks. 
One of the most prolific causes of ten­ 
ement house fires is the dark hall. Fre­ 
quently persons come in after night 
and strike matches in order to find 
their way. In many cases their senses 
are befuddled with drink, and the 
burning match sticks are thrown upon 
the floor. Here the matches may come 
in contact with greasy matting or with 
bits of paper and start a fire which 
smolders for ho\irs and in the early 
morning spreads through the house. 
Rainy days cause all manner of fires. 
It is the custom of the housewife to 
hang wet garments in the kitchen when 
the weather conditions will not admit 


to be prevented rather than I'emedied. 
“I don’t see how it’s going to be 
prevented,*^ the person with the annual 
cold will answer. ‘‘Goodness knows I 
bundle up enough.*' 
Of course he does, and that's one of 
the troubles. 
In fact, there are two 
sure ways of getting a fall cold, one 
is bundling up the shoulders and throat 
so that they are moist with per.^pira- 
tion and sensitive to every breath of 
air, and the other is to forget that a 
cold bath is as much a luxury in 
winter as in summer, and much more 
important to good health in cold 
weather. 
It stands to reason that the return 
of winter will bring draughts and cold 
winds and uneven temperatures, and 
there are naturally ways provided for 
meeting these difiicultlos. 
If one*;? 
circulation is stimulated, if one has 
plenty of fresh air and if clothes are 
at once warm and light it is possib’ie 
to entirely avoid colds, unless there is 
catarrlral or tubercular weakness. 
First, there is the important task of 
stimulating the circulation, which can 
be done by cold baths, proper breath- 
dolls, between each pair of which there 
drying of the family wash iu tho ing and exercise, especially tramping 
was a film of celluloid. A three-inch

Tho overwhelming fondness of micb 
for sulphur has been the cause of many 
fires, A fireman told the writer that be 
had in several 
cases seen nests 
of 
matches which the rats and the mice 
had made between the floors of build­ 
ings. It is no unusual thing to find that 
rodents have lined their abodes with 
the brimstone anointed sticks. 
The 
mice and rats will steal an old-fash­ 
ioned sulphur match whenever they get 
an opportunity ana take it away to 
chow at thoir leisure. 
The gnawing 
process results in the igniting of the 
matches, and there follows a myste- 
worker tliat I am? Having heretofore 
and suspicious Are. The rodent 
walked always with my nose down to

Tho DiiiiAcr of Oiigt. 
One otlier cause of Illness prevalent 
iu hot, dry weather Is dust, and this, 
with a little attention, might be abat­ 
ed. 
Tho usual pi'actice of municipal 
authorities is still to .sweep the perfect­ 
ly dry and dust-laden streets in tho 
small and early morning 
hours 
by 
mean.s of powerful machine brushes, 
with the net result that the dust—at 
least, its finer parlicles--is sent whirl­ 
ing into the air only to fall again; the 
particles are rearranged, not removed. 
The problem has been solved In tho 
cities of London, 
Westminster 
and 
I’aris, and perhaps In others, by wash­ 
ing the streets in the early morning 
and sweeping them afterward if iiec- 
es.sary. 
This Insures the removal of 
the dust without playing at the eternal 
Slsyuhu.s-like task of stirring up over 
and over again the same dust particles, 
a sort of “scavenger’s labor lost.” Wltli 
regard to country roads, the plan of 
applying a chenilcal substance greedy 
of water, such as calcium chloride, to 
the roadway has been tried with ad­ 
vantage. “Wesirumite,” a combina­ 
tion containing this 
substance, 
has 
been used In many places with success 
so far as bicycles and motors are con­ 
cerned. 
'J'he hydroscopic 
body 
ab­ 
sorbs moisture from tlie air, and thus 
keeps tho roads damp. 
The question 
of the inllueiice of such substance on 
horses’ hoofs and on rubber tires has 
still to bo considered.—British Medical 
Juurnal.

If the insulation of an electric wire 
contains this w'axy product of petro­ 
leum the rats will oat it. The bared 
w’ire thus becomes a ready means of 
starting a bldze. 
In many cases the steamfitter Is re­ 
sponsible for destructive fires. 
If a 
steam pipe is too close to woodwork a 
slow' process of carbonizing takes place. 
A. little extra heat or a draught of air 
may fan a flame from the carbonized 
wood. Another cause of conflagrations 
is the carelessness of carperters. From 
time Inimemorable it has been a habit 
of tho trade to sweep tho shavings In 
betw'eoii the Joists of floors. If either 
the wire or tlie shavings were properly 
insulated there Avould bo no trouble. 
But in one Avay or another tlie wire Is 
exposed and communicates a spark to 
the shavings which may be lying near 
it. Tho sparks may smolder for days, 
and then, In the dead of night, there 
comes a cry of “Fire!” 
, FIRE TRAPS OF TIIE RICH. 
The houses of the wealthy, even in 
these days of firepi'oof construction, 
are often greater lire traps than the 
meanest tenements. The Hues in the 
abodes of wealth and luxury are often 
iefectlve. In many cases only 
the 
w'ldth of a brick intervenes between In­ 
tense heat and highly varnished and 
Inüaminable cabinet work. Rich hang- 
higs and upholstered furniture give the 
food upon w'hich the fire feeds. Defec­ 
tive electric wiring has many sins to 
l^isw'er for In these days. Electricians 
who are supposed to be competent will 
cross wires and violate nearljr" every 
principle of common sense and electri­ 
cal science. Some of them lead strands 
of wire through wooden boxes, which. 
In the event of fire, become roaring 
flues. 
Some of the most destructive 
fires known in the largo cities have 
been due to carelessness In placing the 
wires for electric lighting. 
There is a mysterious property In 
dust which, imder certain conditions, 
produces violent explosion.«. 
There 
have been Instances in postollices 
where the dust of the mail bags sus­ 
pended in the rear of a close room ex­ 
ploded with terriüc force. Dust explo- 


yard or upon the roof. Frequently she 
leaves the damp clothes hanging in the 
kitchen near the stove. The garments 
dry out during tho night, and becoming 
lighter are easily blown against the 
stove by draughts of air. 
They take 
fire and before many minutes the 
whole kitchen is in flame.s. 
Frequent recommendations have been 
made by the chiefs of city lire depart­ 
ments that the swinging gas bracket be 
abolished by law'. 
Whenever tlie au­ 
thorities get a chance they order such 
brackets to be removed or made sta­ 
tionary. Hundreds of fires have been 
caused by the carelessness of persons 
w’ho left these swinging brackets In 
such a poisition that the flame could 
come in contact with lace curtains. 
With a special reference apparently to 
causing as many fire.s as possible the 
gasfitter too frequently puts a swing­ 
ing bracket where ho knows the house­ 
keeper will Avish to hang a laca ciu’tain. 
Tho combination of curtain and brack­ 
et is often fatal. 
One of the most active causes of fires 
is the mantel decoration. 
In many 
homes a silken scarf is hung from the 
mantel itself. Whenever there is a fire 
in tho gi'ate there is danger of the 
flimsy scarf taking fire. In tenement 
houses small stoves are often placed 
before the mantel. The mantel shelves 
are none the less*duly decorated with’ 
yards of embroidered and tinseled 
cloth; in many cases this decoration 
has caught fire from the stove, fallen 
to tiie floor and ignited fat soaked car­ 
pet or matting. In some liouses there 
are Avardrobos and clothes closets near 
the chimneys. The clothing liung be­ 
hind the closed doors and subjected in 
the winter time to a steady beat from 
the chimney Is liable to combustion. 
In places where chemicals are kept 
the varieties of fires are almost count- 
les.s. 
Comparatively 
innocent sub­ 
stances ift themselves may come in con­ 
tact and generate heat suiliclent to 
start a lively blaze. One of the Atlan­ 
tic freighters came to port recently 
with a cargo composed of crude chemi­ 
cals and cotton. There liad been an ex­ 
plosion of acids and a fire. It seemed 
impossible to chock the fiames, which 
had communicated to the cotton. The 
fire, liowevei*, genoratod heat sutliciont 
to liberate the chlorine from a quantity 
of bleaching powder, Tlie chlorine ma­ 
terially aided in keeping the fire in 
check, although its suffocating fumes 
nearly caused the death of some of the 
sailors who went Into the hold to fight 
the flames, 
In the storage of all kinds of mate­ 
rials too much care cannot be exer­ 
cised. The fact must be taken Into con­ 
sideration that where air does not cir­ 
culate the chances of fire are greatly 
Increased. The observance of tlie sim­ 
ple rules laid dow’n by fire departments 
would frequently obviate the necessity 
of investigating tlie origin of myster­ 
ious fires. 
Investigation shows that 
less than one per cent, of “suspicious” 
fires are the result of deliberate at­ 
tempts to destroy property.—St. Louis 
ülobe-Democrat.

The cold bath is the beginning of good 
health in frosty w’oathor. It should be' 
of necessity, taken in a w'ar'n room. I( 
the bath room or bcd-room Is not 
heated then u.se a small gas or oil 
stove that will heat a small room iu u 
few minutes. 
Fill a tub half full of distinctly cold 
water, ver.v cold indeed wlien yotJ get. 
used to the shock, and if you have 
suflSclont re-actiou, siep at once into 
the tub, kneel, dash the water aboul 
the throat and chest, and the waist 
and then stand, quickly splash ovei 
the hips and legs. 
Dry quickly with a crash towel and 
rub with alcohol. 
To insure tlie water quickly opening 
the pores, and starting the circulation 
it must bo soft. 
The -best method tc 
soften any water is by using a littl.f 
pure borax, four teaspoonfuls to a 
half a tub of water. Tho borax wate? 
will not only render water more cleans 
ing, but actually contains proporlie? 
that are stimulating to the skin, anO 
so, beneficial to the circulation. 
If there is no tub iu the house, -thore 
the cold bath must be a .sponge. Adc 
one teaspoonful of borax lo a pail ol 
cold water, rub dry as the bajh pro 
grosses and use the alcohol over chesl 
and throat. 
^Yiloro tho cold plunge is found a lit­ 
tle too severe at the start, it is goo(3 
to begin by standing at the edge ol 
the tub, .splashing the water over the 
neck and arms, drying tho upper pari 
of the body and then to plunge in one 
leg at a time. This will prevent a chill 
and insure nothing but benefit from 
bath. 
It Is an oxcellant plan to do breath­ 
ing exercise while the bath room I? 
heating, and the tub filling. Throw o 
woolen bath gown around you, stand 
erect near an opon window, hold the 
chest high, tlie spino straight, the hips 
back, and draw' in long, slow' breaths 
through the nose and exhale the air as 
slowl.v as possible through tiie mouth. 
Five minutes of this breathing Ir 
pure air will freshen the lungs, star< 
the blood moving briskly through the 
veins, and thoroughly prepare one tc 
face a cold plunge without a shudder 
and to get full benefit from It.

It was only a few years 
ago that a dry goods house was nearly 
destroyed because tho proprietor did 
not know the destructive qualities of 
oil a n d j n d i a n dye. 
Lampblack, when 
packed away in an ill-ventilated room, 
often generates enough heat to set it- 
self afire. 
The laboratory of a per- 
fumer was nearly wrecked by an explo- 
sion. 
The maker of scents believed 
that a discharged employe had set fire 
to the building, but it was shown that 
tho fire w^as due to the evaporation of a 
high spirit in a room in which a small 
laboratory gas stove had been 
loft 
burning. 


In all manufacturing' establishments 
a frequent cause of fires is the rubbing 
of leather belting against the edges of 
the aperture through which it passes 
from floor to floor.

One other cause of illness prevalent 
in hot, dry weather is dust, and this, 
with a little attention, might be abat- 
ed.

means of powerful machine brushes, 
with the ])et result that the dust—at 
least, its finer particles--is sent whirl- 
ing into the air only to fall again; the 
particles are rearranged, not removed.

Paris, and perhaps in others, by wash- 
ing the streets In the early morning 
and sweeping them afterward if nec- 
essary, 
This Insures the removal of 
the dust without playing at tho eternal 
Sisyphus-like task of stirring up over 
and over again the same dust particles, 
a sort of '^scavenger's labor lost." "With 
regard to country roads, the plan of 
applying a cheniical sub.stance greedy 
of water, such as calcium chloride, to 
the roadway lias been tried with ad- 
vantage.

'J'lie hydroscopic

The overwhelming fondness of mic^ 
for sulphur has boon the cause of many 
fires. 
A fireman told the writer that he

ings. It is no unusual thing to find that 
rodents have lined their abodes with 
the brimstone anointed sticks. 
The 
mice and rats will steal an old-fash- 
ioned sulphur match whenever they get 
an opportunity ana take it away to 
chow at their leisure. 
The gnawing 
in*ocess results in the igniting of the 
matches, and there follows a myste- 
rious and suspicious fire. T h e rodent 
regards paraifln as a choice dclicacy. 
If the insulation of an electric wire 
contains this waxy product of petro- 
leum the ruts will oat it. The bared 
wire tlius becomes a ready means of 
starting a bldze. 


In many cases the steamfitter is re- 
sponsible for destructive 
fires. 
If a 
steam pii^o is too close to woodworl: a 
slow process of carbonizing takes place. 
A little extra heat or a draught of air 
may fan a flame from the carbonized 
wood. Another cause of conflagrations 
is the carelessness of carperters. From 
time immomorable it has been a habit 
of tho trade to sweep the shavings in 
between the joists of floors. If either 
the wire or the shavings were properly 
insulated there would bo no trouble. 
I3ut in one Avay or another tlie wire is 
exposed and comniiuilcates a spark to 
the shavings which may be lying near 
it. The sparks may smolder for days, 
and then, in the dead of night, there 
comes a cry of ''Fire!" 


. F I R E TRAPS O F T I I E 
RICH. 


The liouses of the Avealthy, even In 
these days of 
fireproof 
construction, 
are often greater fire traps than the 
meanest tenements. 
The flues in the 
abodes of wealth and luxury are often 
iefective. 
In many cases 
only the 
width of a brick intervenes between in- 
tense heat and highly varnished and 
Inflammable cabinet work. 
Kich hang- 
higs and upholstered furniture give the 
food upon which the fire feeds. 
Defec- 
tive electric wiring has many sins to 
l/iswer for in these days, 
Electricians 
who are sui>posed to be competent will 
cross wires and violate n e a r l y every 
principle of common sense and electri- 
cal science. Some of them lead strands 
of wire through wooden boxes, which. 
In the event of fire, become roaring 
fiues, 
Some of the most destructive 
fires 
known in the large cities have 
been due to carelessness in placing the 
wires for electric lighting. 


There is a mysterious property In 
dust which, under certain conditions, 
produces 
violent 
explosions. 
There 
have 
been 
instances 
in 
postoitice« 
where the dust of the mail bags sus- 
pended in the rear of a close room ex- 
ploded with terriflc force. Dust explo- 


of clothes. A rag dipped in naphtha is 
frequently used in removing 
grease 
spots from garments. 
The rag soaiiod 
with inflammable fluids is thrown upon 
the floor. 


When the shop is closed up and the 
air is confined the naphtha soaked ma- 
terial will of itself generate fire. Bales 
of cotton placed in the hold of a ship 
are often the cause of disastrous fires. 
Frequently a spark from a cigar finds 
a resting place in a cotton bale, whore 
it smolders for weeks. 


One of the most prolific causes of ten- 
ement house fires is tho dark hall. Fre- 
quently persons come in after night 
and strike matches in order to find 
their way. In many cases their senses 
are 
befuddled with 
drink, and the 
g match sticks are thrown upon 
the floor. Here the matches may come 
iu contact with greasy matting or with 
bits of paper and start a fire which 
smolders for ho\irs and in the early 
morning spreads through the house. 
Rainy days cause all manner of fires. 
It is the custom of the housewife to 
hang wet garments in the kitchen when 
the weather conditions will not admit 
of the drying of tho family wash in the 
yard or upon tho roof. P'requently she 
loaves the damp clothes hanging in the 
kitchen near the stove. The garments 
dry out during the night, and becoming 
lighter are easily blown against the 
stove by draughts of air. They take 
fire 
and 
before many 
minutes the 
whole kitchen is In flames. 


Frequent recommendations have been 
made by the chiefs of city fire depart- 
ments that tho swinging gas bracket be 
abolished by law. Whenever tlie au- 
thorities get a chance they order such 
brackets to be removed or made sta- 
tionary. 
Hundreds of fires have been 
caused by the carelessness of persons 
who left these swinging brackets In 
such a position that the flame could 
como in contact with lace 
curtains. 
With a special reference aiiparently to 
causing as many fires as possible the 
gasfitter too frequently puts a swing- 
ing bracket Avhoro he knows the house- 
keeper will Avj.sh to hang a lace curtain. 
Tho combination of curiaiu and brack- 
et is often fatal. 


One of the most active causes of fires 
is the mantel decoration. 
In many 
homos a silken scarf is hung from the 
mantel itself. Whenever tliere is a fire 
in the gi'ate there is danger of the 
flimsy scarf taking fire. In tenement 
iiouses small stoves are often placed 
before the mantel. The mantel shelves 
are none the lesiTduly decorated witli" 
yards 
of embroidered 
and tinseled 
cloth; in many cases this decoration 
has caught flro from the stove, fallen 
to the floor and ignited f a t soaked car- 
pet or matting. 
In some houses there 
are wardrobes and clothes closets near 
the chimneys. 
The clothing hung be- 
hind the closed doors and subjected in 
tho winter time to a steady beat from 
tho chimney is liable to combustion. 


In places where chemicals are kept 
the varieties of fires are almost count- 
less. 
Comparatively 
innocent sub- 
stances irt themselves may como in con- 
tact and generate heat suiiicient to 
start a lively blaze. One of the Atlan- 
tic freighters came to port recently 
with a cargo composed of crude chemi- 
cals and cotton. There had been an ex- 
plosion of acids and a fire. It seemed 
impossible to check the flames, which 
had communicated to the cotton. 
Tlie 
fire, however, generated heat sutficiont 
to liberate the chlorine from a quantity 
of bleaching powder. The chlorine ma- 
terially aided in keeping the fire in 
check, although its suffocating fumes 
nearly caused the deatli of some of tho 
sailors who went into the hold to fight 
the flames, 


In the storage of all kinds of mate- 
rials too much care cannot be exer- 
cised. The fact must be taken into con- 
sideration that where air does not cir- 
culate the chances of flre are greatly 
increased. The observance of the sim- 
ple rules laid down by flre departments 
would frequently obviate the necessity 
of investigating the origin of myster- 
ious iires. 
Investigation shows that 
less than one per cent, of "suspicious" 
fires 
are the result of dehberate at- 
tempts to destroy proi>erty,—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

It stands to reason that the return 
of winter will bring draughts and cold 
winds and uneven temperatures, and 
there are naturally ways provided foi 
meeting these 
difliculties. 
If 
one*;? 
circulation is stimulated, if one has 
plenty of fresh air and if clothes are 
at once warm and light it is possib'?e 
to entirely avoid colds, unless there is 
oatarrlral or tubercular weakness. 


First, there is the important task of 
stimulating the circulation, which can 
be done by cold baths, proper breath- 
ing and exercise, especially tramping 
The cold bath is tho beginning of good 
health in frosty weather. It should be' 
of necessity, taken in a warm room. II 
the bath 
room or bod-room is not 
heated then use a small gas or oil 
stove that will heat a small room in a 
few minutes. 


Fill a tub half full of distinctly cold 
water, very cold indeed wiien you got 
used to the shock, and if you have 
suflSciont re-action, step at once into 
the tub. kneel, dash the water aboul 
the throat and chest, and the waist 
and then stand, quickly splash ovei 
the hips and legs. 


Dry quickly with a crash towel and 
rub with alcohol. 


To insure the water quickly openin?? 
the pores, and starting the circulation 
it must be soft. 
The -best method tc 
soften any water is by using a little 
pure 
borax, 
four 
teaspoon fuis to s 
half a tub of water. Tho borax water 
will not only render water more cleans 
ing, but actually contains 
proporlie? 
that are stimulating to the skin, and 
so. beneficial to the circulation. 


If there is no tub iu the house, -there 
the cold bath must be a sponge. Adc 
one teaspoonful of borax to a pnil oJ 
cold water, rub dry as the ba^i pro 
gressps and use the (ilcohol over chosi 
and throat. 


Whore the cold plunge is found a lit 
tie too severe at the start, it is gooJ 
to begin by standing a t the edge oí 
the tub. splashing the water over the 
neck and arms, drying the upper pari 
of the body and then to plunge in one 
log at a time. This will prevent a chill 
and insure nothing but benefit from 
bath. 


It Is an excellant plan to do breath- 
ing exorcise while the bath room 15 
heating, and the tub filling. Throw o 
woolen bath gown around you, stand 
erect near an open window, hold the 
chest high, the spine straight, the hips 
back, and draw in long, slow breaths 
throuííh the nose and exhale the air as 
slowly as possible through >Iie mouth. 


Five minutes of this breathing ir 
pure air will freshen the lungs, star^ 
the blood moving briskly through the 
veins, and thoroughly prepare one tc 
face a cold plunge without a shudder 
and to get full benefit from it.

Fithioncd by the Agtt, Ttmp«r«d and 
Colored by Time. 
Lady Stanley wishes to find 
some 
great monolith fashioned by the ages, 
tempered and colored by 
time, 
un* 
touched by man, to mark 
her hus­ 
band’s grave. She summoned the Art 
Memorial Company, of 
West 
Wor- 
wood. and suggested Ihe searching of 
Dartmoor to find such a stone, indi* 
eating the northeast corner 
as 
the 
most likely spot. Amidst thousands of 
stones collected, few 
contained 
all 
that was essential to such a scheme, 
It became evident that more attention 
should be given to the moorland farms 
which have roads leading into the bor­ 
der towns, and many were the offers 
of stones for Stanley’s memorial. 
After several days thus employed a 
large granite monolith 
was 
discov­ 
ered 
at 
Frenchbeer 
Farm, 
which 
eeemcd at once to impress itself as 
being “the** stone, and upon careful 
examination it was found to contain 
%\\ that was essential, 
Its 
extreme 
length being 12 feet, width 4 feet, va­ 
rying from 2 feet to 2 feet G inches in 
thickness. It was in a recumbent po­ 
sition forming part of a fence on the 
roadside; three faces had been fully 
exposed for many years. 
The ownin’, 
Mr. Robert Stark, and the tenant, Mr. 
George 
Mortimer, 
cheerfully 
gave 
their consent to 
its 
removal, 
only 
stipulating that a brass plate should 
be fixed to a smaller 
stone 
stating 
that from the spot was removed the 
stone which now stands at the head 
of Stanley’s grave. 
The five smaller 
stones which form the boundary of 
this simple enclosure were foimd in 
the immediate neighborhood. 
After much labor the great stone, 
weighing upward of six- tons, 
now 
stands in Pirbright churchyard.

invisi’)lo knots up to and through the 
ey.e of the needle. 
Now you ,Imvo the 
needle threadetl with throe threads. 
Continue* pulling all three, always in 
the same direction, until tiie little 
knots slip through the e,ye again and 
bring two or more threads with thpm. 
Go on in this way, gaining two threads 
at each passage of the knots, until the 
eye becomes too full to hold any more 
tiiread. 
The threaded needle now has the 
appearance of the right-hand drawing. 
The left hiind one shows it after the 
loops of thread have been cut at the 
bottom. 
This is one of the tricks that are 
more easily done than described. You 
'will be surprised to find how easy it is 
though if you did not know how to 
do it it w'ould seem impossible. 
But if you want to surprise people

The only place in the United 
States that lias a climate like tliat of 
England is the coast of Oregon, while 
' the climate of New England is com- 
parable to that of 
Manchuria 
and 
Korea, to Avhich countries we should 
look for a broad leaved evergreen to 
displace box. 
The différencie betv/een 
the mean temperatures in .lanuary and 
July is only fifteen degrees in England, 
whereas it is fortj'-two in New York, 
and New England sometimes jumps 
from sixty degrees above to twenty de- 
I grees below inside of three days. 
The 
winter winds of England being the 
warm, moist air of the Gulf Stream, 
while ours are »from the cold, dry inte- 
rior of the continent, these winds dry 
out the foliage of broad leaved ever- 
greens, and, the roots bemg frozen, 
they cannot 
send sap to the 
leaves. 
Consequently, the foliage gets dingy or 
yellow. 
It is doubtful 
Avhether 
we 
shall ever have any really 
first-class 
broad leaved evergreens for such con- 
ditions. 
Practically all our northern 
evergreens have needle leaves, except 
the bayberry.—Country Life in Amer- 
ica.

Electric X'owor on tho Contrai. 


One of tho most wonderful cnglneor- 
ing operations ever contemplated is the 
conversion of a portion of the Kew 
York Central Railroad from steam to 
electric traction. Tbe plans have been 
almost entirely completed, and In a 
short time service as far as Tarrytown 
will be electric. 


Tho difficulties of the problem were 
enormous, both on account of the great 
tonnage to be hauled and the different 
classes of traffic. The main generating 
station, recently contracted for, is even 
somewhat ahead of tho times, as the 
generators, each of some TUOO horse 
power, are to be driven by the new and 
almost untried steam turbines. 
Leav- 
ing the main station, the current will 
be carried by cables to the several sul)- 
stations, ^vhcre it will be transformed 
from its high transmission voltage to a 
lower one, and then converted into di- 
rect current and fed to the third rail or 
trolley wire. 
Both the third rail and 
overhead systems will bo used, the for- 
mer on the main lines, whore switches 
and cross-overs are comparatively few. 
and the latter In the yards, where the 
complex network of tracks would make 
tho third rail almost an Impossibility 
and a source of great danger, 
The 
through trains will be hauled out as 
far as Tarrytown by huge electric loco- 
motives, and then will be given over to 
steam engines; wliilc the local traffic, 
both on the main line and the Ilarlerj 
Division, will be handled by the '»r.uil- 
tiple unit system" similar to that now 
used on tho elevated road, and to be 
used on the undergrou'jd. 
Indeed, It 
is contemplated to run from the city 
rapid transit system right out over the 
Central tracks from all farts of the 
city without Chang? of car^.-Collltr'a»
